the sun h*i been guessed at and worked at 
from very early times. About two and a half 
centuries 
B. C, Aristarehus, of. 'S»nios, 


measuring the angles between tlie sun »"d 
moon when the mooa t»»s eftly half en- 
lightened, estimated tin sun's distance to be 
eighteen times that of the moon. The princi- 
ple b right, but for reasons not necessary to 
toll lot uxlhod u.u nut Uo applied. 'Hires 
centuries and a half ago Copernicus supposed 
the sun to bo distant neaiiy 5,000,000 miles. 
A century later Kepler made it about 14,000,- 
ngn« *u,l Hm'olht4 hi the tlnm of Vpwfnn, 
made it about 20,000,000. But other contem- 
poraries of tho groat English philosophers 
pushed the hguies up lo 100,000,000. An old 
work on astronomy, published in IVui, gives 
the sun's distance as !ij,000,'00o; the best re- 
sults make It not far f i out M,000,000. 
, The old Greek method has been given. 
\nothcr wa> is to determine the velocity, of 
light aud the aberration or displacement of a 
star by reason ot tho earth's motion— (hen the 
distance to the sun. Another is by the vari- 
ation between the calculated aud the observed 
times of Ihe eclipses of Jupitor'i moons, but 
these canuot here be further explained. 


Another way is- by the p^iallax or displace-
